Executive Director Post dismissed a charge filed by Charging Party, in which Charging Party alleged the 
Respondent violated Section 10(a) of the Illinois Public Labor Relations Act. Counsel Kazanjian 
reviewed the issues presented by Charging Party’s appeal and recommended that the Board accept the 
Acting Executive Director’s dismissal. After discussion, Member Anderson moved to accept the Acting 
Executive Director’s dismissal. Member Lewis seconded the motion, and the Board passed it 
unanimously, by a voice vote.
